He soon advanced to ageney di- 
rector in Kansas City and doubled the business the first year. 
His climb continued and at the age of thirty-three he was called 
to New York as superintendent of agencies. He rose to fourth 
vice-president, a director, and at 38 vice-president in charge 
of the full ageney foree. He built the business from an annual 
production of $200,000,000° to than $1,000,000,000.
